- Turks, ina War againft the Emperor, under the 


obligation of a Solemn Peace, unbroken, and 
which had three Years yet to come, and with- 
ame any ground of Complaint on the Turks be- 
halr. 
Nay, fo openly, and againft all Juftice and 
Honour did the Turks break this Peace, that 
when afterwards the Loffes and Deftruétion of 


‘the War, brought them to think their Priefts at 


Conftantinople exclaim’d againft the injuftice of 
it,and the Rabble Sacrificed thofe who had been 
the uccafion of it; Declaring their great Prophet 
Mahomet was Angry at their beginning fo Dif- 


‘honourable a War 3 and Teckely himfelf was in 


no {mall danger among them upon this Account. 

Yet I never read that our Hungarians, and 
who, fome would have all call’d Proteftants, 
made the leaft {cruple of the Turks denying the 
Emperor this Ceremony, but treated his Impe- 
rial Majefty in all Cafes, as if he was a Perlon 
with whom no Meafures were to be obferved, 
breakingall their Truces and Ceffations, feizing 


their Magazines, intercepting his Convoys, ¢- 
ven when under Treaties and Capitulations. 
So Partial is Mankind to the Intereft or Party 
they Efpoufe 5 but God Almighty has all along 
declar d his difpleafure againft theirProceedings ; 
and if we may judge of thefe things by the Iffue 
of Providence, ’tis very remarkable, That from 


this very time, the hand of Heaven appear'd. 


vifibly againft them, in every thing they under- 
took; they were beaten on every occafion, and 
fled when few or none purfued; they were dif- 
pirited and ditheartned, and the Blood of the. 
Innocent Morevians, Mailacred and [Slaughter’d 
by the Mercilefs Tartars, whofe Eruption was 
occafion’d by the before-nam’d Treachery, feem= 
ed co haunt them, and call down Divine Ven- 
geance upon them, which never ceas’d purfuing 
them, till ic made them a #iffing, and a By- 
word and their defolate abandon’d Prince,Count 
Teckely, driven out of his own Country, forfa- 
ken and betray’d by his Principal Confederates 
and Friends; made mean and unworthy Submiff.- 
ons to the Infidels for Bread; and after a Thou- 
fand Indignities, and unworthy Treatments re- 
ceiv’d from the Turks, whofe Caufe he had e& 
pous'd, he faw himfelf entirely negleéted, ex- 
il’d and forgotten, the Turks driven to the ne- 
ceflity of making Peace without him 3 his very 
Memory laid afide in his own Country, and his 
Name blotted out of common Remembrance in 
the World. 
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I moft readily allow,that the Juftice of a Caule 
is not always to be found in the Succels 5 and that 
the moft Wicked Defigns in the World have of- 
ten been the moft Profpercus, which is true in 
Publick Aétions, and in Private Perfons and 
‘Things. If the Szccefs of Aétions was a fuffi- 
cient Teftimony to their faltice, what muft we 
fay of all the Profperows Mifchiefs the World has 
yroan’d under_for fo. many Ages? What muft 
be thoughe of the Jurks fupplanting the Chrifti- 
{tians in three and Fifty Kingdoms, or therea- 
bours, in fia and in Europe? What muft we 
fay of Succeitful Rebellions, Pulling down Go- 
vernmients, Murdering or Banifhing Monarchs, 
Invading Properties, Ruining Nations? What 
fhall we fay ot the Spaniards in America, and in 
Europe, what of France? 

But the Obfervation I make of the hand of 
Providence appearing againft the Hungarians, 
is Calculated for the Reflection of thole Gen- 
tlemen, who {peaking of the ill Succefs of the 
King of Poland, tell us, God Almighty has vi- 
fibly declar’d againft him, and fpoken, as it 
were, from Heaven, in a Language he ought 
to underftand, That hedifapprov’d of the viie 
Breach of Faith and Leagues, in the unjuit At- 
tempt made upon the Swede in Livoniz. 

If thefe Gentlemen will have the King of 
Poland’s ill Succefs be the Hand of Divine Ju- 
ftice, and the ill Succefs of the Hungarians, be 
only a chance of War, what a ftrange Fack of 
bork fides will they make of Sovereign Provi- 
dence? 

God Almighty is moft prodigioufly affront- 
ed by this way of Arguing, for thefe Gentle- 
men can always have him on their fide; if 
the Poles are beaten, they bring in Heaven fight- 
ing for the Swedes, and purfuing the Breaches of 
Leagues, with open and fevere Juftice; but 
when the fame Juftice purfues the Hungarians, 
for the very fame, or worfe Infidelity, Truce- 
breaking, bringing down the Turks in the depth 
of a profound 20 Years Peace, to Invade the 
Emperor without Declaring War, without pre- 
tence of Injury, or demand of Satisfa¢tion, then 
they can make Providence Paffive, and call all 
the Confequence Oppreffion and Periecution. 

Religion is certainly the ufefulleft thing in the 
World, whether Honeltly or Politickly confi- 
dered ; no Engine, no Artifice comes up to the 
Turns and Tricks of thofe that make ufe of it 
to carry on their Arguments. Thefe Spiritual 
Engineers make Religion ferve to fo many Ufes, 
and an{wer fo many Ends, more than it was ap- 
posted for, that it gives a wonderful Teftimo- 
wy of us Divine Original, in that it isnot quite 


loft, ftigmatiz’d and exploded, as the Ignis fa-. 


tuus of Mankind, and the vileft Legerdemain in 
the World. 


It would fill a Volume as big as Spede’s Chro- — 


nicle, or Fox’s Book of Martyrs, to Record the 


A&s and Monuments of all thofe Heroes, who — | 
from the beginning, have made Religion an _ 
Engine of fecret Devices, a Cloak to Villainous 


Pretences, and a Sham to hide the Devil in the 
Robes of an Angel of Light. 

In this Head, Religion has been Acceflary to 
all the Pride, Tyranny and Ambition of Prin- 
ces, Rebellious and Popular Tumults of Sub- 
e&s, Invafions and Depredations or Neigh- 
ours, Opreffions, Perfecutions and Robberies 
in the World.
